Iran wants 
Saudis 
to take 
first step 

NICOSIA. Nov 21, (AP): Iran- 
ian Deputy Foreign Minister Ali 
Mohammad Besharati said 
today that Saudi Arabia should 
make the first move toward res- 
toring bilateral ties, the official 
Islamic Republic News Agency 
reported. 

The agency quoted Besharati 
as saying Saudi Arabia should 
“take the first step in the way of a 
smooth flow of reciprocal rela- 
tions,” in an interview with the 
English-language daily Tehran 
Times. 

Saudi Arabia broke ties with 
Iran last April, accusing Iran of 
terrorism and subversion. 

On his tour of Gulf Arab states 
earlier this month, Besharati said 
in Kuwait that Iran was ready for 
direct talks aimed at normalising 
relations. He repeated the same 
message on Saturday in an 
interview with Tehran Radio. 

Action 

But in the newspaper 
interview, Besharati called for 
more action from the Saudis, 
according to IRNA. 

Besharati was quoted as say- 
ing: “If the Saudi regime takes 
further positive steps, Iran is 
ready to enter direct negotiations 
with that regime.” 

The new condition for direct 
talks may reflect Iran's desire not 
to seem over-anxious about res- 
toring ties with the kingdom. 

Saudi Arabia has dropped its 
media campaign against Iran, 
but the Iranian overtures have 
been ignored in Riyadh. 

Saudi Arabia Defence Mini- 
ster Prince Sultan Bin Abdel Aziz 
said last week that relations with 
Iran could only be resumed if 
Tehran refrains from interfering 
in Saudi internal affairs.

Ahmed. Army Chief-of-Staff 
Gen. Mezyad Abdul Rahman A1 
Sane, Defence Undersecretary 
Faisal A1 Daoud and senior 
armed forces officers. 

The base commander briefed 
the Amir on the base's functions, 
after which he inspected elec- 
tronic and rocket workshops and 
warplane Squadron-62. 

Referring to the eight-year 


Gulf war, the Amir said “we have 
done ail we could to stop it,” 
adding that Kuwait, motivated 
by its beliefs, opted to stand 
against the aggression on an 
Arab country. 

The Amir also expressed 
Kuwait's whole-hearted support 
for the newborn independent 
Palestinian state.

Investigation ordered 


Saddam’s son killed 
presidential guard 


BAGHDAD, Nov 21, (AP): 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
said today his eldest son Odai 
killed a presidential bodyguard 
and ordered an investigation. 

Saddam ordered his Minister 
of Justice, Akram Abdul Qader 
A1 Douri, to investigate the mur- 
der of his bodyguard and 
servant, Kamel Haina Gegeo, by 
his son Odai on Oct 18 m a 
presidential residence in Bagh- 
dad. 

In a letter addressed to the 
minister and broadcast on state- 
run radio, Saddam said the mur- 
der took placeon the night of Oct 
18 when Gegeo, a Christian and 
trusted bodyguard, was shooting 
his gun in a private villa near the 
presidential palace. 


The President said Odai sent 
his own bodyguard, Sal am 
Haza'a, to ask Gegeo to stop 
shooting, but Gegeo did not 
obey. 

Odai and his bodyguard went 
to investigate why Gegeo did not 
stop, despite his order and des- 
pite a presidential order which 
prohibits shooting from per- 
sonal weapons during celebra- 
tions. 

The Iraqi leader said in his 
letter that Odai went to Gegeo 
and asked him if he received his 
order to stop shooting and when 
tiie bodyguard said yes, Odai hit 
him with a wooden bat. 

Gegeo was rushed to a hospital 
where hedied the next day from a

hi a dear reference to the Iran- 
Iraq deadlock that has split the 
organisation, OPEC President 
Rflwanu lAikman told ministers 
at the formal opening session on 
aconference that they mustmake 
concessions to overcome for- 
midable problems or face a fur- 
ther sharp price fall. 

Problems 

The 13 ministers of the Organ- 
isation of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries met formally for just 
90 minutes before adjourning 
until tomorrow, signalling 
another round of behind-the- 
scenes bargaining to try to recon- 
cile Iran and Iraq's rival claims. 

“The problems facing OPEC 
are considerable ... and we shall 
all be required to make conces- 


sions,” Lulunan, who is 
Nigeria's Oil Minister, told the 
opening session. “If we do not 
reach an accord ... we may see a 
further serious erosion of 
prices." 

Iranian Minister Gholamreza 
Aghazadeh and his Iraqi 
opposite number, Issam Abdul- 
Rahman A1 Chalabi, sat down 
next to each other at the negotiat- 
ing table, but gave no hint chat 
four days of talks before today’s 
.meeting had narrowed the gap. 

The Iranians have for two 
years rejected a demand from 
Iraq that it be allowed to pump 
the same amount ofoiL Iraq has 
responded by boycotting 
production sharing agreements 
since Dec 1986, promoting other 
members of flout quotas.

Male students prefer arts to science 

Kuwaitis shun 
technical jobs, 
says rector 


KUWAIT, Nov 21, (KUNA): 
The number of male applicants 
for science colleges is dropping to 
an alar ming level and many of 
science college students are flun- : 
king, according to Kuwait 
University Rector Dr Abdel 
Mohsen A1 Abdel Razzaq. 

In his annual report on the 
1987-88 academic year, Razzaq 
said many Kuwaiti students in 
science colleges are failing their 
courses or are transferring to 
commerce and art colleges. 

The situation is turning into a 
crisis which is becoming a 
na tional catastrophe created by 
both die Kuwaiti government 
and society, he said. 

Sklllrt 

The university is trying to 
attract Kuwaiti students to 
science, but 70 per cent of them 
prefer art courses. He described 
Kuwaitis as non-producers who 
keep away from technical and 
skilled jobs that are necessary to 
the national economy. 

The state generously provides 
all public services without any. 
return from the people, the rector 
pointed out in toe report. 

Since jobs are guaranteed by 
the government to all citizens 
and the pay scale is nearly the 
samefor all, it is no surprise to see 
the majority of Kuwaitis seek 
adminis trative and clerical jobs 
that require less effort, he said. 

Most of the Kuwaitis accepted 
in die science colleges this year 
are women, except in-the Faculty 
of Medicine, m.xbkdi 70 per cent 
of the grgdqate^ are men. - 

The rector urged the govern- 
ment to adopt a dear national 
policy to encourage students to 
choose careers in the sdences. He 
suggested granting bonuses to 
those who choose to study the 
sciences. 

Dr Razzaq also expressed bis 
deepconcera about toequality of 
education graduates. 

Commenting on the nine- 
point scale system which the 


university abolished last year, be 
said: “The previous system 
(based on nine points) helped the 
below-average students to pass 
and is rarely used in the world.” 

He added that the courses sys- 
tem paved the way for most 
students to register the lowest 
number of credits, extending 
their stay in the university for a 
longer period than required. 

The university rector stressed 
that the probation system is not 
strict enough as some students 
continue on the probation list 
through their senior year. 

Revision 

“After the recent revision of 
the courses, the least number of 
-credits to be registered was set at 
15-16 and the evaluation system 
was changed to the four-point 
scale,” he said. 

Dr Razzaq noted that the 
courses system regulations 
specifies that a student be put on 
probation if his average falls 
below 2.0, saying that a number 
of faculties have implemented 
new examination systems and 
imposed harsh penalties against 
cheaters. 

Since these steps increased the 
number of fl unking students and 
those put on probation, students 
called for going back to the old 
system, he said.

Benazir holds talks with 
MQM on forming coalition

PAKISTAN People’s Party 
(PPP) leader Benazir Bhutto yes- 
terday held talks with Mohajir 
Qaumi Movement (MQM) chief 
Altaf Hussain on the formation 
of a coalition government. 

Benazir, who emerged smiting 
after the three-hour meeting with 
Hussain at his residence in Kara- 
chi, said she was satisfied with the 
talks. 

And at a press conference 
afterwards Hussain said the talks 
were useful and positive. 

Both the leaders, however, 
were tight-lipped about the 
actual outcome of the meeting. 

The PPP got %<> seats in the 
National Assembly election, 10 
short of 109 needed for an overall 
majority. PPP’s rival Islamic 
Democratic Alliance (IDA) won 
57 seats, MQM 13 and indepen- 
dents and small parties 47. 

Vital 

MQM’s support is vital for 
Benazir as that would give her 
the required majority, to form a 
government. 

MQM has also been wooed by 
IDA, wfaose leader, Nawaz 
Sharif, met Hussain on Friday. 

A joint statement issued after

Benazir and Hussain said that a 
joint committee has been formed 
to examine the MQM charter of 
demands. The committee cons- 
ists of six members — three from 
each party. 

Several thousand mohajir 
militants and PPP supporters 
chanted slogans and cheered out- 
side Hussain's house as Benazir 
arrived for the meeting. He 
presented her with a copy of the 
Holy Quran, which she kissed. 

Agencies add: Benazir said the 
PPP had many views in common 
with the MQM. 

- But Hussain stressed there had 
been no agreement on a pact. 
“Our options arc wide open. We 
have not finalised agreement 
with any party,” he said. 

Provide 

Hussain said any coalition 
pact would have to provide for 
redress of mohajir grievances 
and hinted he wanted the chief 
ministership ofPaJristan's south- 
ern Sind province for his party. 

PPP got one more seat unex- 
pectedly when the election com- 
mission revised the result of a 
National Assembly seat in the 
North-West Frontier Province 
where Awami National Party 
candidate Ehrar Khattak was 
first declared elected. But after a 


recount the PPP candidate 
Mnzaffar Shah was delcared the 
winner. 

This result increased the PPP 
strength in the National Assem- 
bly to 99. 

The newly elected National 
Assembly will meet at the parlia- 
ment building in Islamabad on 
Dec 5, Minister of Law and 
Parliamentary Affairs Washn 
Sajjad announced last night 

On the opening day the 
Assembly will elect 20 women, 
members.

BUENOS AIRES, Nov 21, 
(Reuter): Christina Onassis, 
daughter of the late shipping 
magnate Aristotle Onassis, died 
of a pulmonary edema, a lung' 
disorder, an Argentine judge said 
today. 

Onassis, 37, died on Saturday 
at the home of a friend in Buenos 
Aires. 

A local judge had said the 
death was “questionable” and 
ordered an autopsy. 

Autopsy 

Judge Juan Carlos Cardmalli 
today said some samples taken 


during the autopsy were stQl 
being analysed but that the cause 
of death was a lung condition. 

“The pathologists' report, 
while reserving some dements 
for further study, gave the cause 
of death as acute pulmonary 
edema,” he said. 

A doctor said a pulmonary 
edema was caused by an 
accumulation of blood in the 
lungs. 

Cardin alii said the presence of 
any drugs in Onassis' body 
would be ascertained by the 
analyses, the results of which 
would be available in a few days. 

Strife red 

Sources at the hospital where 
she was prounouncea dead had 
said on Saturday it appeared she 
had suffered a heart attack. 

A local news agency had 
reported thatpfils found near her 
body were being analysed. 

Onassis' aunt Mary Onassis 
told a local radio station this 
morning her niece did not suffer 
any health problems. 

“She was in very good health 
and did not take sedatives.” she 
said. 

Onassis, four times married 
and divorced, was a frequent 
viator to Argentina.

KUALA LUMPUR, Nov 21, 
(UPI): Thousands of residents 
fled their flooded homes today 
as rivers burst through banks 
and torrential rains and vicious 
winds ravaged eastern Malaysia. 

The death toll rose to three. 
Military forces were dispatched 
to the worst hit area to bolster 
beleaguered rescue workers after 
three days of monsoon driven by 
lashing winds. 

A two-year-okl girl drowned 
in the swollen Galas River, and a 
70-year-old man was killed and 
four members of his family 
injured when a prayer house was 
knocked down by the strong 
gusts, officials said. 

A 20-year-old youth who tried 
to swim across a river was swept 
away and reported missing. 

Haji Yunus Hassan, among 
those at the prayer house, said, 
“The congregation stood up and 
within seconds the winds blew 
away the roof.** 

Army 

Inspector Azmi Bin Adam, 
co-ordinator at the flood relief 
centre, said the government has 
dispatched the Army and Air 
Force to beef up rescue efforts. 
“The waters are rising rapidly. 
We're searching for any more 
missing or dead.” 

With homes ixmundated with 
four feet (1.20 m) of water, an 
estimated 10,000 fled with only 
the belongings they could carry 
in the devasted coastal state of 
Kelantan where the raging 
Kelantan River and its 
tributaries overflowed banks. 

“This is the worst flood we , 
have ever experienced,” said : 
Abdul Ismail Bin Jamil, a 
storekeeper in the flooded town 
of Kota Bahru as the water 
inched up to his door. “No one , 
expected the river to burst.” 

Journalists at the office of the 
national news agency Bernama 
said water was waist-deep on the •• 
ground floor, but they were still I 
working from the upper floors.

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34 die as Pakistan 
downs Afghan 
plane ‘by mistake’ 


PESHAWAR, Pakistan, Nov 
21, (UPI): Pakistani officials 
admitted error in the downing of 
an Afghan military transport 
plane that was blown from the 
sky, killing 34 people, when it 
strayed across the border. 

“The plane was hit by mis- 
take.*' said one official who 
spoke yesterday on the condition 
of anonymity. 

Official sources in Pakistan's 
North West Frontier Province 
said the plane was shot by anti- 
aircraft gunners around 8.30 pm 
Saturday after it flew across the 
border near the town of Kara- 
chi, about 100 miles (160 km) 
southwest of the frontier city of 
Peshawar. 

The aircraft, which had turned 
and was beginning to fly back 
toward Afghanistan when it was 
hit, crashed into mountains near 
the border, officials said. The 
wreckage was scattered over a 
wide area. 

The sources said all 34 passen- 
gers and crew were killed. The 
bodies had been found and 
buried, but all except two were 
charred beyond recognition. 

Mystified 

They said only an Afghan 
woman, nam ed Zada, and a Pak- 
istani girl, named Farida, were 
identified. But officials said they 
were mystified why a Pakistani 
girl would be on the plane, alth- 
ough they said she may have been 
a student in Afghanistan. 

“The ground troops thought it 


was a warplane on a bombing 
mission,” said an unidentified 
official. “There are so many 
violations of our airspace by 
Afghan warplanes that our for- 
ces have to be alert all the time.” . 

Pakistan shelters US-backed 
Afghan rebels trying io topple 
the Soviet-supported Afghan 
regime. 

“Ordinary gu oners cannot dif- 
ferentiate between warplanes 
and transport planes, and this 
one came very low and appeared 
as if it was about to drop bombs 
and gave no signals, so they fired 
at it," the official said. 

Witnesses said Afghan rebels 
in the area fired into the air in 
jubilation after (he plane was 
downed. 

Shot 

A government statement 
issued in Islamabad said only 
that an Afghan plane had 
violated P akistani airspace and 
was shot down. 

In recent months Afghan war- 
planes have crossed into Pakis- 
tan several times, sometimes 
bombing and strafing villages 
and causing many casualties. 
Pakistani jets have shot down at 
least four of the intruding war- 
planes. 

Kabul and Moscow have 
accused Pakistan of violating the 
April 14 Geneva accords on 
Afghanistan by continuing to 
harbour Muslim rebels and fun- 
nel arms supplied by the United 
Slates, China and some Middle 
East nations.

Hirohito could live another month 


MANILA, Nov 21, (Reuter): 
President Corazon Aquino 
today made a ringing defence of 
her first 1 ,000 days in power. She 
said she had put relations with 
the United States on a more 
equal footing, revived the econ- 
omy and dealt a blow to com- 
munist insurgents. 

In Manila, troops were put on 
alert as mini-bus drivers staged a 
strike coinciding with the 1,000- 
day anniversary to protest 
■against . .^Qvervmentrimposed . 
fare cuts. The strike crippled 
transport in some areas-- and , 
.stranded students going home 
from schools, which were closed 
early. 

Police estimated that by early 
afternoon 50 per cent of the 
privately run mini-buses known 
asjeepnfiys had joined the strike, 
though in some areas traffic was 
virtually normal. 

Arrest 

Police said they had arrested 
the leader of the strike for sedi- 
tion. Twenty others were 
detained for stoning buses and 
blocking traffic. 

In the speech to members of 
Congress and her government. 
Aquino vowed to crack down on 
big-time smugglers and tax 
evaders and said criminal char- 
ges would be filed soon against 
ousted leader Ferdinand Mar- 


Aquino admitted failures by 
her government since she was 
swept to office by a “people 
power” revolt in February 1986. 
She said housing, communica- 
tions and transportation projects 
were short of target, garbage was 
still not being properly collected 
in Manila and there was a $500 
million shortfall in tax receipts. 

Wages 

But in her nationally televised 
address she said wages had gone 
. up 25 per cent, democracy had 
been restored and the profits of a 
. revived economy were now going 
to the producers and workers 
rather than into the pockets of 
the few. 

The 55-year-old President said 
that over the next 1,000 days she 
planned to create one million 
new jobs a year, expand Lhe econ- 
omy of the Pacific nation by 6.5 
per cent a year and work to cut 
the high level of poverty. 

She said she would monitor far 
more closely whether targets 
were being met and would 
demand quarterly reports from 
ministers, which would be made 
public. 

Aquino said a series of coup 
attempts against her government 
had set back economic progress 
but she had successfully weak- 
ened the communist insurgency 
and held firmly onto power des- 
pite the righlwing threat.

TOKYO, Nov 21, (AP): Doctors 
believe ailing Emperor Hirohito 
could live another month if his 
heart continues to function nor- 
mally, a news report said today. 

The 87-year-old monarch lay 
in feeble but stable condition in 
his Imperial Palace bedroom 
more than two months after fall- 
ing seriously ill with an intestinal 
haemorrhage. 

“As his heart is normal, the 
liver and kidney functions may 
be maintained for more than one 
month at current levels if there 
are no large discharges of 
blood.” the Kyodo News Service 
quoted palace physicians as say- 
ing. 

Hirohito passed his 1 3th mor- 
ning with no signs of further 
blood discharge today, palace 
spokesman Kenji Maeda said. 
Doctors have speculated that a 
scab may have stopped a 


haemorrhage in his upper intes- 
tinal area. 

Hirohito has lost huge 
amounts of blood through 
frequent discharges since the 
onset of his ailment. 

The world's longest-reigning 
living monarch fdso suffers from 
jaundice and anemia and is being 
led intravenously. Last week, his 
weight reportedly had fallen to 
30 kilogrammes (66 pounds) 
from his normal 50 kilogrammes 
(110 pounds). 

He ran a fever of 37C (98.6 F) 
today morning, down from the 
previous evening but still higher 
than his normal 35.S C (95.9 F), 
Maeda said. 

Doctors administered 200 
cubic centimetres (0.4 pint) of 
blood in transfusions yesterday, 
bringing the monarch's total 
over two months to 20.065 cubic 
centimetres (43.4 pints). 
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ANKARA, Nov 21, (Reuter):

Khaleej. 

“It is not enough that (GCC) 
information ministers agree on 
the char ter of media owners ... 
There should be an exchange of 
feeling between the press and 
information ministers on how to 
implement these pacts,” he said. 

“We feel there is a possibility 

of achiev ing this (GCC pact) as a 

true desire to co-operate exists in 
the Gulf press,” he added. 

The GCC, which groups 
Bahrain, Kuwait, Oman, Qatar, 
Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab Emirates in a political and 
economic alliance, is due to hold 
its 1988 summit in Bahrain in 
mid-December.

Speaking to A1 Rai A1 Aam 
newspaper, Ibrahim A1 Mudhaf, 
ass istant undersecretary for 
medicine and medical supplies 
affairs at Kuwait's Ministry of 
Public Health, said that 
Kuwait’s medical policy was for- 
mulated to provide optimum 
health care services and is well 
organised. 

He added that all medical 
stores at the ministry have been 
computerised to register and dis- 
pense medicines.

POWs exchange delayed 


GENEVA, Nov 21, (Agencies): 
The start of the repatriation of 
sick and wounded prisoners of 
war from Iran and Iraq had been 
postponed until Thursday, the 
International Committee of the 
Red Cross (ICRC) said today. 

The release of a first wave of 
41 1 Iranians and 1,158 Iraqis was 
originally doe to have started on 
Sunday, but was first delayed 
until Tuesday, and now ICRC 
officials say that it will not start 
until Thursday at the earliest. 
Technical 

ICRC spokeswoman Fran- 
coise Derron said that the delay 
was caused by “technical ques- 
tions,” but she declined to 
elaborate. 

According to an Iraqi Foreign 
Ministry spokesman quoted 
today by a Western news agency, 
the ICRC had told Baghdad the 
delay had been requested by 
Tehran. 

The two sides in the Gulf con- 
flict agreed earlier this month to 
release all sick and wounded 
prisoners by the end of the year, 
with previously registered POWs 
in this group leaving before Dec 
5. Prisoners captured since the 
start of 1987 who have not yet 
been registered by the Red Cross 
will make up the second wave. 

Promised 

The Red Cross has said that 
both Iran and Iraq have 
promised to provide complete 
lists of all other disabled prison- 
ers, who will be repatriated in 
another exchange-beginning Dec 

The ICRC has registered 
19,284 Iranian prisoners in Iraq 


and 50,184 Iraqis in Iran, but 
estimates are that each side holds 
an additional 20,000-30,000. 

The Red Cross plans to use a 
chartered DC-9 jet to fly the 
prisoners between Tehran and 
Baghdad, carrying roughly 40 
Iranians and 100 Iraqis each day, 
under a principle of proportion- 
ality according to the overall 
numbers held by each side. 

Under Red Cross plans, each 
side must hand over prisoners in 
sequence, according to lists 
drawn up when the POWs were 
registered by the Red Cross two 
years ago. 

Check 

Before being put aboard the 
plane for the flight home, each 
man will be seen by a Swiss 
official to check that he wants to 
be repatriated, and by a Red 
Cross doctor to ensure he is fit to 
travel. 

The ICRC started routine 
Questioning of POWs today to 
determine their willingness to be 
repatriated. 

Talks 

While Iraq has said that it is 
ready to comply with the Third 
Geneva Convention and release 
all of theprisonersnow that there 
has been an end to active hos- 
tilities, the Iranians insist that no 
mass exchange can be made until 
Iraqi troops leave Iranian 
territory, under a deal to be 
worked out in the Geneva 
negotiations. 

An agreement to exchange the 
sick or wounded was- the only 
tangible result of several rounds 
of peace talks following the Aug 
20 ceasefire in the eight-year war.

Brazil takes sharp 
turn to the left 


Eight years of authoritarian rule

BRASILIA. Brazil, (API: The 
strong showing by left-wing can- 
didates in Brazil's municipal 
elections has raised the profile of 
opposition challengers for the 
1989 presidential race. 

Left-wing parties took control 
in 10 ofthe nation's largest cities 
in what was seen as a rejection of 
President Jose Samey’s policies. 
Leftist candidates now go into 
the November 1989 presidential 
balloting, the first in 29 years, in a 
strong position. 

Sarney and his allies have con- 
trolled Brazilian politicssince the 
nation returned to civilian rule in 
1985 after 21 years of military 
government. 

Public opinion surveys 
indicated that voters were dissat- 
isfied with record inflation, 
political corruption, plunging 
purchasing power and near-con- 
stant strikes. Citizens are blam- 
ing Sarney's Centrist 
Democratic Movement Party for 
inflation that threatens to hit 
2,000 per cent and rising unem- 
ployment. 

In last Tuesday's balloting, 75 
million Brazilians in all 26 states 
chose candidates from 29 parties 
for mayoral seats and city coun- 
cils. 

Capture 

Brazil has three more seats 
tbanitdidin 1986. Sarney’s party 
had captured 22 of 23 state 
governorships in 1986 and swept 
the last municipal elections in 
1985. This time, it won the 
mayor's seat in 'only four state 
capitals. 

In next year's election, a runoff 
between the top two finishers will 
determine the winner if no can- 
didate wins a majority in the first 
round. 

Various leftistparties won iii 
Rio de Janeiro. Sao Paulo and 
eight other major cities. Still no 
leftist party dominates nation- 
wide and there is no guarantee 
they will forge a unified front in 
the presidential polling. 

After the elections. Congress- 
man Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva, 
the leader and founder of the 
Workers’ Party, is considered a 
serious contender for the 
presidency. 

“It was a silent revolution,” 
Lula, a former head of Brazil's 
radical Metalworkers' Union, 
told reporters. “The people 


understand now that we are not 
just another protest vote, but a 
serious government opposition 
party." 

He emerged as a strong left- 
wing rival to Leonel B cizola. who 
has been leading in the polls as 
the most popular candidate for 
president. Brizola. the former 
governor of Rio de Janiero slate 
who heads the Democratic 
Labour Party, saw his hand- 
picked candidate win as mayor in 
Rio. 

The biggest surprise after 
Tuesday's vote was the projected 
victory in Sao Paulo of the 
Workers’ Party candidate and 
self-proclaimed Marxist, Luiza 
Erundina. With 80 percent ofthe 
vote counted in South America's 
most-populous city, the former 
social worker led Paulo Maluf, a 
former military-backed can- 
didate for president, by 5 per 
cent. 

Erundina, 53, told reporters 
she would fund public health, 
transportation and abandoned 
children, in which she says “har- 
dly anything ever was invested 
before” in the city of more than 
12 million. , 

In Rio de Janeiro, the nation's 
second-largest city with more 
than 8 million people. Marcello 
Alencar of the Democratic 
Labour Party was leading Jorge 
Bittar of the Workers Party by 12 
per cent with about 50 per cent of 
the votes counted. 


In Belo Horizonte. Brazil's 
third-largest city, 41-year-old 
Joao Pimenta da Veiga Filho 
won by a comfortable margin. 
He represents the left-centre 
Brazilian Social Democracy 
Party, a large group that recently 
broke away from Sarney’s 
Democratic Movement Party. 

Newton Cardoso, centrist ' 
governor of Minas Gerais state 
north of Rio where Belo 
Horizonte is located, saw all his 
candidates defeated and is con- 
cerned about the results. 

Cardoso, in an interview with 
Globo, the nation's largest 
broadcasting network, said of 
the leftist tilt: “This is dangerous 
for the country." 

The conservative daily O 
Eslado de S. Paulo referred to the 
victory of leftist mayoral can- 
didates in most southern states as 
the creation of a “red axis.” 


Tehran coming in 
from the cold

ATH E NS. (UPlJ: Iran's resump- 
tion of full diplomatic ties with 
Britain is more evidence that 
Tehran is coming in from the 
cold in its relations with the West 
and some of its Arab neighbours, 
but there is one major exception 
— the United States. 

Iran's Islamic revolutionary 
regime launched an aggressive 
campaign to woo the West earlier 
this year after Iraq gained 
dominance in the 8-year-old 
Gulf war. The new policy began 
to bear fruit almost before the ink 
was dry on a ceasefire agreement 
signed by the two adversaries in 
August. 

However, Iran has maintained 
its public depiction of the United 
States as “the great satan." 

Iran was one of only a few 
nations that did not send a con- 
gratulatory message to Vice- 
President George Bush on his 
election as president, and official 
Tehran Radio «aid on Thursday 
that Washington must return 
several billion dollars in frozen 
Iranian assets before any resum- 
ption in relations with the United 
States could occur 

Impossible 

Washington has insisted that 
diplomatic progress is impossi- 
ble until Iran moves to help free 
nine Americans held hostage in 
Lebanon by Iranian-backed 
guerrilla groups. 

Britain, however, agreed to 
renew normal relations on 
Thursday after nearly a decade 
of strained ties without having 
first gained the release of its three 
hostages in Lebanon, including 
Church of England envoy Terry 
Waite, or even freedom for two 
Britons imprisoned in Iran. 

There were reports that the 
two sides discussed the hostages' 
fate in the Vienna negotiations

relations. As part of the 
agreement Iran pledged not to 
discriminate against British 


businesses in Iran and co-operate 
in the case of the two Britons in 
an Iranian jail. 

The near break in British-Iran- 
ian relations began in May 1987, 
when an Iranian diplomat in 
Manchester, England, was 
caught shoplifting. Shortly after- 
ward, Iranian Revolutionary 
Guards in Tehran kidnapped 
and beat up British diplomat 
Edward Chaplin, who was sub- 
sequently released. 

After the incident Britain 
withdrew its entire stafT from 
Tehran, and Iran left only one 
representative in London. The 
two nations stopped just short of 
breaking off diplomatic ties. 

Iran launched its opening to 
the West at the bright of the Gulf 
war, when the Islamic power 
found itself isolated 
diplomatically after a series of 
disputes with Middle East and 
European countries. 

The first success for Iran's new 
approach occurred with France. 

Elections 

Using the French presidential 
elections in May as a political 
backdrop, Iran worked out an 
agreement to release the remain- 
ing two French hostages in 
Lebanon in exchange for the res- 
toration of diplomatic lies and 
the paying ofTofa SI billion loan 
maae by the former regime of 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlavi. 

Since the ceasefire was signed 
in August, Kuwait has renewed 
ties and icy relations with Saudi 
Arabia have begun to thaw. 

Any change in the long-trou- 
bled relationship between the 
United States and Iran is bound 
to involve sensitive, tortuous 
diplomacy and would require at 
least some movement on the hos- 
tage issue, but there are some 
prospects for improvement. 

Iran needs American support 
to prevent Iraq from resuming 
the war if the present stalemate in

WASHINGTON, (Reuter):

But the 
formal public apology holds an 
important place in Korean 
society and many fed it would be 
enough. 

Supporters of the apology 
theory point to the case of Kim 
Hyim-Hui, the willowy North 
Korean agent who planted a 
bomb on a Korean Air jetliner 
last November that exploded, 
kilting 115 people. 

Confession

After the apology. South 
Koreans embraced her, 
bachelors proposed marriage. 


lookalike actresses were chosen 
for sympathetic film portrayals 
and talk of punishment was 
dropped. She has still not been 
charged or tried for the mid-air 
terrorism. 

There have been no sugges- 
tions that Chun would receive as 
solicitous a reception as Miss 
Kim, but her case illustrates the 
importance in Korean society of 
repentence.

Competence 

But party liberals counter that 
Dukakis lost m part because his 
stated, decision to run on com- 
petence, rather than ideology, 
made it tough to energise such 
Democratic core constituencies 
as blacks, trade union activists 
and other liberal-oriented 
groups. 

“Dukakis gained ground 
when he began identifying with 
traditional Democrats,’’ says 
New Hampshire Democratic 
chairman Joseph Grandmaison. 
“Those who suggest the lesson is 
to run as if we were Republicans 
are Wrong.” 

Whatever the case, it is clear 


that the Republicans begin each 
campaign with a huge advantage 
in the state-by-state electoral 
vote that determines the US 
presidential winner. 

The results of recent elections 
show Republican candidates 
have dominated in 31 states with 
293 electoral votes — 23 votes 
more than winning electoral 
college majority of 270 needed to 
win. 

Votes 

Twenty-one states with 187 
electoral votes, most of them in 
the West, have gone Republican 
in six straight elections. In the 
same elections the Democrats 
have carried 10 southern states 
with 106 electoral votes only 
once, in 1976 when southerner

In the election, they won 
strong support only from blacks 
and the poor, taking about 90 per 
cent of the black vote and better 
than 60 per cent of those living on 
poverty level incomes.

Gorbachev’s message to the West 


Soviet-Cuban ties remain strong

HAVANA, (Reuter): Mikhail 
Gorbachev volt use his forth- 
coming visit to Cuba to show 
that Moscow-Havana ties are 
still strong despite Western 
reports to the contrary, 
diplomats here say. 

Diplomatic sources say the 
Soviet leader will arrive on Dec 9 
after attending the UN General 
Assembly in New York and 
meeting on Dec 7-8 with 
President Reagan and President- 
elect Bush. 

Cuban leader Fidel Castro, 
who had been a frequent guest in 
Moscow, unexpectedly missed 
the funeral of President Kon- 
stantin Chernenko in March 
1985, when Gorbachev assumed 
power. The last Kremlin chief to 
come here was Leonid Brezhnev 
in January 1974. 

Seasoned Havana-based 
diplomats say wishful thinking 
sometimes leads Western 
observers of Cuba to mistake 
normal differences of approach 
in socialist nations as a sign of 
strain in Soviet-Cuban relations. 

Socialism 

But one Western diplomat 
said: "Gorbachev is coming to 
say that socialism can use dif- 
ferent roads without betraying 
its ideals.” 

The Soviet ambassador to. 
Cuba this month again hailed 
close ties between the two com- 
munist countries. 

“We cannot forget that our 
enemies still try to sow discord 
between us. But these are sterile 
efforts. None of this worked in 
the past and it will be a lot less 
effective in the present,” he said. 

When Castro and his Army of 
rebels triumphed in 1959 to 
embark on a socialist revolution, 
it set Cuba on a collision course 
with the United States that threw 
the island nation into the Soviet 
fold. 

Cuba has since been the most 
important physical and political 
bridgehead for Soviet influence 
in Latin America and is often

referred to as Moscow's largest 
“aircraft carrier” in the Carib- 
bean. 

Diplomatic relations between 
Havana and Moscow, severed in 
1952 by military ruler Fulgenrio 
Batista, were restored in May 
1960. 

Although Castro became a 
leading exponent of commun- 
ism, his relations with four suc- 
cessive Soviet leaders, prior to 
Gorbachev, were at times 
stormy. 

Despite official assurances to 
the contrary, some diplomats 
here and in Moscow say these 
relations are currently going 
through another difficult period. 

“Some Cubans may be temp- 
ted to oppose perestroika to Cas- 
troika,” one senior Western 
diplomat said. 

He was referring to an irrita- 
tion sometimes detected in 
Cuban government officials 
when told of Gorbachev's 
reform programme and the 
gradual liberalisation of Soviet 
society. 

Castro has been quite clear on 
the matter. 

Cuba has its own problems 
and requires “a different 
course,” be said in his annual 
address to the nation in July. 

“Our methods cannot be 
similar. It would be foolish to 
copy other countries,” he added 
in a veiled reference to the Soviet 
Union. 

“For Castro, glasnost (open- 
ness) has always existed in Cuba 
so there was no need to wait for 


the big brother’s example,” one 
diplomat said. 

Castro told a US television 
interviewer in February that “the 
Soviets made their own errors. 
They try to apply Soviet for- 
mulas to Sovietproblems and we 
try to find Cuban solutions to 
Cuban problems." 

He has pointed to a so-called 
"campaign of rectification of 
errors and negative tendencies” 
launched in 1986, under his own 
guidance like ail major program- 
mes in Cuba. 

And in another disparaging 
comment on possible Soviet 
military support he said in July: 
“If imperialism attacks us, 
nobody will rush from overseas 
to defend our island. Because 
nobody can. Our revolution is 
10,000 kins (6,200 miles) from 
the Soviet Union. 


Italian Communist 
SSSSSs Party on the decline 


BOSTON: Important changes 
have quietly been taking place in 
a country noted for its tumul- 
tuous politics: Italy. The big 
story is the decline of the once- 
mighty Italian Communist 
Party, so much so that one of its 
leaders has suggested chan gin g 
its mwm and dropping the ham- 
mer and sickle as its symboL At 
its height, the party's vote total 
briefly surpassed that of the Chr- 
istian Democratic Party, Italy's 
largest. 

The slow doctoral slide of the 
once-impressive communist 
machine lias in recent months 
accelerated into a directionless 
skid. What explains this develop- 
ment? 

• Tbe brilliant tactics of Bettino 
Craxi, the former Socialist prime 
minister and party secretary. 

• The end of the Communists’ 
cultural hegemony within the 
Italian social and political 
milieu. 


• The party's inability to tran- 
slate its votes into real power at 
the national level. 

• The party’s failure to trans- 
form itself into a modern refor- 
mist political movement. 

• Mikhail Gorbachev. , 

Once a dependent ally of the 

Communists, under Prime Mini- 
ster Craxi the Socialists declared 
their independence, emphasized 
socialist rather than communist 
tradition, abandoned 

revolutionary rhetoric, and 
advocated an aggressively 
modern reforming policy to 
solve Italy’s myriad problems.

Craxi argued that by achieving 
control of the prime minister's 
post, the Socialists could illus- 
trate their policies in an effective 
and visible manner. His goal: a 
vote shift to the Socialists, revers- 
ing the Italian anomaly of a large 
Communist and a small Soc ialis t 
Party. 

This strategy produced the 
remarkably long-lived and effec- 
tive Craxi cabinet, which ran the 
country for three and half years. 
Although favourable factors 
such as the drop in oil prices 
helped. Craxi’s policies reversed 

the prevailing negative economic 
climate and guided the nation 
into its current impressive prosp- 
erity. 

A further result: the 

accelerated C ommuni st decline. 
Party leaders spearheaded a 
broad attempt to .sabotage 
Craxi’s policies, completely mis- 
interpreting the country’s 
wishes. The party emerged badly 
mangled from the June 1987 
national elections and from two 
rounds of local elections this 
summer. 

Most of the lost ballots took 
off toward Craxi's Socialists. In 
June, only four percentage ■ 
points separated the two leftist

In 
an effort to placate party hard- 
liners, he announced a critical 
attitude toward Christian 
Democratic leader Ciriaco de 
Mila’s government, but on the 
local level has engaged in d eal s 
with the Mita party to shut out 
the emerging Socialists. ' 

This policy illustrates the 
Communists' dilemma. 
European and American hos- 
tility shut them out ofthe govern- 
ment in lire past. In response, 
they modified their Marxist 
views and flirted with refor mis m, 
but a substantial share of the 
party halted, attributing ineffec- 
tiveness to abandonment of the 
old ideas. The party pays lip 
service to its revolutionary 
heritage and deals with the dis- 
credited Christian Democrats to 
keep a toehold on power, thus 
hoping to demonstrate that it can 
provide solutions to the novel 
problems of a rapidly moderniz- 
ing society. 

These contradictions have 
proved untenable. A decade ago, 
Socialist intellectuals mounted 
an effective attack on the Com- 
munist ideology, exposing its 
dictatorial nature and challeng- 
ing the Communists to abandon 
it. With Gorbachev’s glasnost 
and the rehabilitation oxStalm’s 
victims came critical examina- 
tion of Paimiro Togliatti's close 
collaboration with Stalin’s 
repressive regime. This analysts 
set off a national debate, because

Setting the record straight c 


on JFK 


Today is the 25th anniversary of President 
John F. Kennedy’s assassination. His for- 
mer press adviser and dose friend Pierre 
Salinger remembers the man and the myth. 


FOR a long time, I remained 
silent in the face of a mounting 
campaign to denigrate and 
even destroy the image of John 
F. Kennedy. 

He has been described as, 
everything from a dangerous 
incompetent to a sex maniac. I 
think the time has come to set 
the record straight. 

Kennedy was a human 
being, not King Arthur. His 
administration was not 
Camelot. It became Camelot 
only after he died, in the context 
of the vicious bullets that 
buried an exceptional man. 
Less than a week after his 
death. Jackie talk ed about the 
lines from a song he loved — 
Don 7 let it be forgot, that once 
there was a spot, for one brief 
shining moment that was known 
as Camelot. “And it will never 
be that way again." she said. 
Cam elot was a perfect word for 
a dream that had been shat- 
tered. 

But almost 25 years later, has 
that dream really been shat- 
tered? JFK is dead. BuL the 
memory he left still creates a 
special aura, not only in the 
United States but around the 
world. And more and more, 
people are beginning to reflect 
on how different the world 
would be today if he had not 
died. 

Success 

The success of John Ken- 
nedy at the time of his death in 
November, 1963, was not 
something one could describe 
simply with facts. American 
presidents are. by virtue of the 
office, the most powerful men 
in the world. Kennedy, at that 
moment, was also the most 
popular man in the world, quite 
possibly the most popular man 
in all history. 

Not only had he roused his 
countrymen from their post- 
World War II torpor, he had 


seemed to kindle everywhere a 
vision about what humankind 
could and should be. His per- 
petual tan, expressive grey eyes 
and compelling face radiated 
promise. 

He was at once elegant and 
accessible. Above all, he projec- 
ted a belief in mankind's ability 
to determine its fate. 

My first contact with JFK 
was in 1956. At the Democratic 
National Convention in 
Chicago, which I was covering 
as a reporter for Collier’s 
magazine the vice-presidential 
nomination was snatched away 
from him and handed to Estes 
Kefauver, the .senator from 
Tennessee. 

Kennedy’s speech after be 
lost the nomination was 
brilliant. I was hearing a lucid 
and intelligent young man. He 
was going to be my candidate 
for president in 1960. Little did 
I know then tha 1 1 wo uld also be 
working for him. 


But less than eight months 
later, when Collier's folded, I 
was hired by his brother Robert 
F. Kennedy for the Senate 
Select Committee investigating 
labour racketeering. At the first 
public hearing in 1957, as 1 was 
sitting behind Bobby waiting 
for the first witness, a tall man 
sat down next to him . “Pierre, 
this is my brother Jack," Bobby 
said. I shook hands with John 
Kennedy. 

Over the next two and a half 
years, I became more and more 
impressed with him . Of the 
eight senators on the commit- 
tee, only two seemed to have 
done their homework, .coming 
fully prepared for the hearings 
— John Kennedy and Barry 
Goldwater. So in September, 
1959, when John Kennedy 
called me to his office and said, 
“Pierre, I'm going to ran for 
President next year. I want you 
to be in my campaign," I did 
not have a moment's hesita- 


tion. "Senator, you’ve got 
yourself a man." 

What a contrast between the 
election of I960 and what we 
are living through today. The 
day Kennedy started campaig- 
ning in New Hampshire in Jan- 
uary of 1960. barely 20 repor- 
ters were on hand. Television 
was not a predominant force. 
There were only 1 6 primaries to 
win; no Iowa caucus, no Super 
Tuesday. 

The election gave the nation 
a look at a Northeastern 
politician who, travelling 
across the country during his 
campaign, was learning about 
America. Kennedy won by a 
meagre 100,000 votes, but his 
inaugural address galvanised 
the nation. The United States 
suddenly had a young leader 
with a beautiful wife and two 
email children — his daughter, 
Caroline, and his son, John, 
born just after Kennedy was 
elected 

I still look back on those days 
in the White House with nostal- 
gia and admiration. Kennedy 
was a very special man. First, 
unlike many presidents, he was 
surrounded by a staff of young 
men and women who from the 
start were committed to his 
vision of America. There was 
no barrier on the President's 
door. Any of his dozen prin- 
cipal staffers could see him 


when they wanted to. They 
didn’t need permission from a 
chief-of-stan to gain access. 
Second, these staffers believed 
in each other; there was never 
an internal White House con- 
flict. The proof: when Kennedy 
died, the staff was identical to 
the one in place when he took 
office. 

Relaxed 

The White House had a 
relaxed atmosphere. The 
President liked to engage the 
member of his staff in tririal 
conversation before he got 
down to serious subjects. He 
would often roam around the 
White House, grabbing 
magazines or books he wanted 
to read. 

And, when the day was over, 
the staff went home and Ken- 
nedy went home, where he was 
surrounded by his family and 
the close friends he frequently 


invited for dinner and 
sometimes an early movie. 

Kennedy always believed in 
maintaining two lives. There 
were his Presidential duties. 
There was his family and 
private life. The two were 
clearly separated. He and 
Jackie plainly loved each other 
and had a deep affection for 
their children. For Jackie, the 
worst aspect to being in the 
White House was the press 
attention paid to the children. 
She wanted her children to play 
in their backyard, just as other 
children did. The problem, of 
course, was that the backyard 
happened lobe the South Lawn 
of the White House. I have a 
pile of tetters she wrote me in 
my capacity as the President's 
press secretary, complaining 
bitterly about what she per- 
ceived as my. inability to keep 
the press from the children.. 

Children 

“I thought you had made an 
arrangement with the fotogs 
not to take children playing at 
WH. They have had all the pic- 
tures of Macaroni (Caroline’s 
pony) they need ./ mean this — 
want no more and if you are 
firm and will take the time, you 
can stop it. So please do. What 
is a press secretary for — to help 
the press, yes — but also to 

protect us. 

The President would arrive 
at the Oval Office early, usually 
accompanied by Caroline and 
John. They would spend a few 
minutes with him before going 
off to the school Jackie had 
organized in the White House. 
He also saw the children at lun- 
chtime and before they went to 
bed. 

Kennedy would leave the 
office at around one pm and 
head for the pool buflt for Fran- 
klin Roosevelt. Early in the 
administration, Joseph Ken- 
nedy, JFK's father, commis- 
sioned a mural by the French 
artist Bernard Lamotte, on the 
walls of the pool. The painting 
was a recreation of the harbour 
of St Croix in the Virgin 
Islands. The lighting system 
permitted the President to swim 
in a setting that could simulate 
high noon or late night, with the 
moon and stars twinkling. 

As to his work, from the start

Kennedy had a problem. The 
narrowness of his victory had 
not given him the kind of 
national support he needed. 
Kennedy understood this. His 
decision to aocept the Bay of 
Pigs operation from the 
previous administration turned 
out to be a drastic mistake. 

Kennedy was not a perfect 
man. He was a human bring, 
not a myth. For all his loftiness 
of purpose, he did not take him- 
self that seriously. He had no 
great vision of himself as a 
political or intellectual giant. 
He understood that he was a 
human being, dealing with 
h uman problems, and that he 
would make mistakes. And he 
did make mistakes. But be was 
a man who learned from his 
mistakes, who did not commit 
them twice. 

What made Kennedy special 
was his view of his respon- 
sibilities. He believed in his 
duty to steer the United States 
toward a successful future. One 
prime example: Kennedy 
understood that when, in 1957, 
the Soviet Union launched 
Sputnik, the first artificial 


satellite to orbit the Earth, it 
was a direct threat to the United 
States. That is why he put into 
effect a vast US space 
programme, with the objective 
to land Americans on the moon 
by the end of ’60s. In 1969, his 
objective was reached. Sadly, 
he wasn't there to see iL 

His relations with the Soviet 
Union are another fascinating 
example of his sense of respon- 
sibility toward the future. After 
the tough summit in Vienna in 
June, 1961, with Soviet Chair- 
man Nikita Krushchev, the two 
leaders began an extraordinary 
private correspondence. The 
first letter from Krushchev was 
delivered to me in New York’s 
. Carlyle Hotel in September, 
1961. and the letters continued 
until Kennedy's death. Proba- 
bly sometime after the 25th 
anniversary of his death in 
November, those letters will be 
made public. 

As one who has read most of 
them, I believe they will be a 
stunning revelation of two 
leaders of confrontation 
powers groping toward under- 
standing. And, in fact, that 


Jack and Jackie: his presidential 
dearly separated 
understanding was beginning 
to pay off before November 22, 
1963. Kennedy’s American 
University speech in June of 
that year — “we shall do our 
part,” be said, "to build a world 
of peace where the weak are 
safe and the strong are just" — 
marked the beginning of the 
end of the cold war. Consider- 
ing that it came only seven 
months after the Cuban Missile 
Crisis, the most dangerous con- 
frontation between the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
since the end ofWorld War II, it 
showed that this private 
dialogue was having an effect. 
Only two months later, the US- 
Soviet Union signed the Test 
Ban Agreement. Kennedy's 
death certainty interrupted the 
progress of the US-Soviet rela- 
tions, which were only taken up 
seriously again when Richard 
Nixon took office. 

There wereproblems in Viet- 
nam, in the Middle East. There 
was a major effort to help the 
underprivileged in Latin 
America. There were com- 
plicated defence problems in 
Europe. Kennedy was dealing 
with them. 

Lived 

What would have happened 
had he lived? Onecannot adopt 
presidential positions for a man 
who is dead. But I strongly 
believe that US-Soviet rela- 
tions would have continued to 
improve in an earlier period, 
when such a shift could have 
normalised our relations with 
Cuba and separated the Carib- 
bean nation from the iron grip 
of Moscow. And because Ken- 
nedy was fundamentally 
against the United Slates 
becoming the principal military 
force in Vietnam, I don't think

he would have sent 500,000 
Americans there. 

The last time, I saw John 
Kennedy was November 19, 
1963. 1 was leaving for Tokyo 
with six members of the cabinet 
to attend an economic con- 
ference. That morning I had 
received a letter from a woman 
in Dallas asking me to urge the 
President not to make the visit 
there. "Something tells me it is 
dangerous," she wrote. I men- 
tioned the tetter to Kennedy. 
He smiled briefly. "You 
know," he said, “anyone can 
kill a president if he is willing to 
gi ve up his own life." We shook 
his hands, and I left. 

Three days later, after a 
meeting in Hawaii with 
American generals to discuss 
the Vietnam question, we took 
off from Honolulu for Tokyo. 
Two and a half hours into the 
flight, I was summoned to the 
front cabin where Secretary of 
Stale Dean Rusk and the five 
other cabinet members were sit- 
ting around the table with grim 
looks on their faces. 

"Kennedy's been shot in 
Dallas." Rusk said. "Set up the 
communications to the White 
House." In seconds, I was on , 
the line with Washington. ; 
There was total confusion and 
nobody knew what was hap- 
pening. Rusk ordered the plane 
to turn around and head back 
to Honolulu. 

Minutes passed, heavy min- 
utes. And then 1 beard a voice 
say, " Wayside(my code namej, 
stand by. ’* Every 30 seconds for 
several minutes, the same mes- 
sage came through. And then 1 
heard the fatal message. 
"Wayside, Lancer is dead." 

A special era in American 
history had just ended.

With some players, taking a fi- 
nesse is like climbing Mount Ever- 
est— they do it because it’s there. 
Winning declarer technique, howev- 
er, calls for finding ways to avoid 
having to take a finesse, whenever 
possible. 

North's cue-bid of four clubs 
showed a maximum no trump open- 
ing with good spade support. (The 
fourth spade just upgrades his hold- 
ing to qualify as “good” support.) 
South’s leap to the spade slam was a 


m 


practical and speedy solution to po- 
tential of his side’s combined assets. 

Declarer won the opening club 
lead in dummy and was prepared to 
claim his contract until East showed 
out on the first trump lead. Now, a 
successful finesse in either red suit 
would produce the 12th trick. The 
trouble was that both the heart and 
diam ond finesses could be taken ei- 
ther way (a ruffing finesse is avail- 
able in hearts), and no competent 
declarer likes to be faced with a pure 
guess. 

The obvious alternative was to 
resort to an endplay, and there was 
one available. Declarer realized that 
it would not do to draw a second 
high trump, cash out the clubs and 
then throw West in with a trump. 
West would then be able to exit with 
a heart, and declarer would be faced 
with the very guess he was trying to 
eliminate.

Japanese firm to set up joint venture in Jordan

AMMAN, Nov 21, (Agencies): 
Japanese industrial giant C. Itoh 
and Co. plans to set up a joint 
venture for paper processing in 
Jordan, a company official said 
today. 

Iwao Endoh, the firm’s gen- 
eral manager for the Middle and 
Near East, said he expected the 
project would be operational 
next year. It would be si ted in one 
of Jordan's two free zones. 

Endoh declined to nat ne the 
Jordanian partner in the venture 
or disclose its cost, but he told 
Reuters agreement on the deal 
was dose. 

Opportunities 


He said the venture would 
import bulk paper supplies from 
Japan or Europe for conversion 
into computer paper and other 
products to be sold in Jordan, 
Japan and other countries. 

Endoh, beading a 19-member 


team from C. Itoh on a four-day 
visit to Jordan, was briefed by 
officials on investment oppor- 
tunities, tax incentives and steps 
taken in August to liberalise 
licensing procedures for Arab 
and foreign investors. 

His mission was one result of a 
business delegation which 
Crown Prince Hassan led to 
Japan in April in a bid to stir 
Japanese investor interest in Jor- 
dan. 

Endoh said he hoped finance 
for other projects could be drawn 
from a $300- million loan which 
Japan granted to Jordan in 
December. Almost half the loan 
has already been allocated to 
road and education projects. 

Projects 

“We would like to find suita- 
ble projects to utilise that loan, 
but it is limited to public sector 
projects,” Endoh said. 

He said his company had a 


strong interestin in vesting in Jor- 
dan's chemical industry, based 
on potash, phosphates and salts 
from the Dead Sea, but had made 
no commitments. 

C. Itoh, with a world- wide net- 
work of 1 20 branches, could help 
to market Jordanian products, 
he said. 

Asked about the impact of Jor- 
dan's current economic 
problems on investment prosp- 
ects, Endoh said: “We would tike 
to watch and see at what level the 
dinar’s exchange rate stabilises,” 
a lower dinar would encourage 
Jordanian exports, he said. 

Meanwhile, Prune Minister 
Zaid Rifai yesterday termed Jor- 
dan's economy basically healthy, 
but said austerity measures were 
neoled to cope with large debt 
payments in the next four years. 

“In short ... our economy is 
quite healthy. Economic growth 
under the circumstances and 


with the recession in the area has 
been excellent,” he said in an 
interview with the Associated 


“Our real problem, perhaps 
our only problem, is the fact that 
we borrowed money over the last 
10 years on the assumption that 
the Arab states were going to 
honour their commitments of the 
Baghdad summit.” 

Aid 

But Arab aid only once mat- 
ched the pledge of 51.2 billion a 
year for a decade made at the 
1 978 s ummi t. Only Saudi Arabia 
paid its fufi share of 5360 million 
a year. 

Rifai said loans incurred in the 
first years of the commitment 
brought this country of 2.8 
million people to its current 
foreign debt of nearly $6 billion. 

Service on that debt will peak 
at “dose to 5900 million in 1989 
through 1993, prompting the 


government to impose austerity 
measures aimed at saving foreign 
exchange reserves. 

Rifai said the government had 
no plans to reschedule or refin- 
ance those debts. 

He said a series ofimport bans, 
an effectively devalued dinar and 
investment incentives should cut 
the country's balance of 
payments deficit to 5500 million 
next year from the previous 51 
bflfion. 

In past years, Rifai said, Arab 
aid had been used to help cover 
that deficit. 


Funds 


“We could not continue living 
beyond our means indefinitely, 
relying on funds from outride 
that might not come,” he said. 

The country banned for one 
year imports of vehicles, some 
appliances, bricks, marble and 
some luxury items. It also 


imposed stiff customs duties on 
those and other goods. 

It put the dinar into a “man- 
aged float'* that cut the curren- 
cy’s value to about 52 from S3 
last year. The foil in the dinar 
triggered widespread anxiety in 
Jordan’s business community.

Rifai said in tfw month since 
investment rules were liberalised, 
“I think 450 companies have 
been set up to construct various 
industrial products.

New Saudi oil firm takes over ARAMCO concessions 


BAHRAIN, Nov 21, (Agencies): 
A newly-created Saudi state oil 
company is to assume control of 
the infrastructure taken over 
earlier from ARAMCO (the 
Arabian American Oil Com- 
pany), Oil Minister Hisham 
Nazersaid. 

This will turn the Saudi 
Arabian Oil Company, whose 
formation was announced on 
Nov 9, into the biggest oil 
producer in the world, he told the 
official Saudi Press Agency. 

Saudi Arabia took over the 
ARAMCO concessions 
operated by four US oil giants — 
Mobil, Texaco, Cheyron and 
Exxon — in 1976 but did not 
create a formal institution to run 
them. 

“When Saudi Arabia bought 
the infrastructure built by 
ARAMCO. it did not have the 
administrative apparatus to 
receive and develop it in order to 
create the Saudi Arabian OH 
Company.” Nazer said. 

Bfk he said the newly-formed 


company would now own the 
concessions and would have the 
legal status to sell oil world-wide. 

Saudi Arabia aimed to create a 
system able to respond quickly 
and effectively to market needs 
by reducing costs, he said. To 
achieve this, it was setting up an 
international marketing com- 
pany to sell crude throughout the 
world. 

“Before, this was done by the 
four big (ARAMCO) partners or 
through other arrangements that 
sometimes led to the loss of part 
of the kingdom’s share in mark- 
eting because of the lack of an 
effective marketing apparatus,” 
Nazersaid. 


Relations 

He said existing marketing 
and trade relations with the 
major companies had been kept 
in place and there was contin- 
uous co-operation in all fields 
between the new company and 
ARAMCO. 

Meanwhile, Nazer said Saudi 
Arabia is seeking more 


involvement in refining and 
marketing oil products as a buf- 
fer against swings in crude oil 
prices. 

In. an interview on state-run 
television, Nazer said the Saudi 
oil industry wants to compete in 
United States, European and 
Japanese markets through joint 
ventures with foreign oil con- 
cerns. 

The Saudi Arabian National 
Oil Company, which runs the 
kingdom’s oil industry, recently 
launched a joint venture with 
Texaco Inc to refine and market 
petroleum in the United States. 

“The American market is big 
and there is still more to it, while 
there is the very big market in 
Japan and Europe and Far East, 
and we as processors of oil must 
storm these markets and ... 
guarantee marketing outlets for 
Saudi erode oil,” Nazer said in 
the interview, broadcast yester- 
day. 

Nazer also mentioned plans 
for similar deals in European and 


Japanese markets, noting that 
prices of refinedproducts remain 
steady despite fluctuating crude 
prices. 

“In case the price of crude ofl 
drops, the income would be com- 
pensated somewhat through 
preserving the price levels of 
refinedproducts,” he said. 

Declining oil prices since 1982 
have meant six straight years of 
budget deficits in Saudi Arabia, 
the biggest producer among the 
13 Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. Saudi 
Arabia has the world’s largest oil 
reserves.

The current world oil glut has 
forced prices down to about 513 
a barrel, well below the OPEC 
benchmark price of 518. 

Nazer said the kingdom’s oil 
development strategy “would be 
lacking if it did not comprise all 
stages of the industry starting 
from the wellhead and ending 
with the gasoline station.” 
TheTexaco dealgave the king-. 


dom a 50 per cent stake in three 
Texaco refineries and nearly 
12,000 service stations in the 
United States. It was the first 
major Saudi attempt to guaran- 
tee outlets for its crude oil. 

Revamping the Saudi oil 
industry also includes measures 
to improve profits at the state- 
run refining and marketing com- 
pany Petromin, Nazer said. 
Petromin controls all but one of 
the kingdom’s six ofl refineries, 
operates three lubricants plants 
and distributes and exports 
refined products. 

Petromin also controls 
exploration and development of 
non-ofl mineral resources such as 
bauxite, the raw material for 
aluminium, and gold. 

“The aim is to convert all of 
Petromin ’s tasks to profit centres 
that bring additional revenue to 
the state and then to reduce the 
expenditure costs in Petromin,” 
Nazer said. He said savings of 
500 million riyals (5133 million) 
airrady have been made.

Steel output of major producers rises 


BRUSSELS, Nov21, (AP): The 
steel output in the non-Com- 
munist world rose five per cent in 
October to 41 million metric tons 
from 39 million tons in the corre- 
sponding year-earlier month, the 
Brussels-based International 
Iron and Steel Institute reported 
yesterday. 

The production rise was led by 
the European Economic Com- 
munity, whose steelmakers boos- 
ted their production by nine per 
cent to 12.3 million tons in 
October from 1 1 .3 million tons a 
year earlier. 

Growth in US steel produc- 
tion slowed to an increase of one 
per cent in October to 7.4 million 
tons from 7.3 million tons in 
October 1987. 


Japanese steel producers 
increased output by five per cent 
to 9.37 million tons from 8.9 
million tons in October 1 987. 

For the first 10 months of 
1988, output of crude steel by 
non-Communist nations rose by 
9.9 per cent to 391.8 million tons 
from 356.6 million tons in the 
corresponding year-earlier 
period. 

Steel producers in the ins- 
titute's survey account for 59 per 
cent of 1987 world production 
and for 97 per cent of world 
production excluding the Soviet 
Union and other East bloc coun- 
tries, along with China and 
North Korea. 

Meanwhile US steel imports 
for the first three quarters this 


year was 16.1 minion tons, up 8.2 
per cent forthesame 1987 period, 
two steel industry trade groups 
reported on Wednesday. 

The American Iron and Steel 
Institute, which represents US 
steelmakers, said the 1988 
imports thus far represented 20.6 
per cent of the US market, down 
from 21.2 per cent in the first 
three quarters of 1 987. 

The American Institute for 
Imported Steel Inc, of New 
York, which represents 70 lead- 
ing steel importers, said imports 
for the first nine months included 
2.3 million tons of semifinished 
steel bound for US mills. Exclud- 
ing the semifinished steel, AIIS 
calculated raw steel imports at 
17.7 percent the US market.

coffee talks stalemate 


LONDON, Nov 21, (Agencies): 
The United States, the world's 
biggest coffee consumer, said 
yesterday it had suggested ways 
to end coffee sales to Arab and 
East European countries at 
cheaper rates than most of the 
rest ofthe coffee-drinking world. 

The suggestions, which have 
not yet been formally proposed, 
could break deadlock over a new 
coffee price support pact to 
replace the existing accord which 
expires next September, said Jon 
Rosenbaum, cniefUS negotiator 
at International Coffee Organ- 
isation talks in London. 

The organisation, which 
groups 50 coffee producing 
nations and 24 importers, has 
been divided over ways to end 
sales to non-member countries, 
mainly in the Middle East and 
Eastern Europe, at discounts of 
up to 50 per cent on the price that 
member countries have to pay. 

Scheme 

Rosenbaum said the US sug- 
gested a self-financing stock 
retention scheme, whereby 
producers would be obliged to 
hold or release stocks depending 
on prices. 

The other suggestion was to 
prevent a future coffee 
agreement coming into force 
until countries accounting for 95 
per cent of world coffee imports 
agreed to join. 

The International Coffee 
Organisation's 24 consumer 
members account for over 80 per 
cent of total imports. 

Delegates attending the last 


scheduled day of the London 
talks said coffee-producing 
nations were likely to oppose 
both ideas and said they were 
uncertain how much support 
they would find among con- 
sumers. The US coffee industry 
itself is opposed to the stock 
retention scheme, US delegates 
said. 


Rejected 

Coffee producers rejected on 
Tuesday a proposal by consumer 
nations for a “universal quota” 
which would bring all exports 
under the organisation’s price 
and output rules. 

Brazil, the biggest producer, 
made a counterproposal on 
Thursday that would call on cen- 
tral banks to make sure coffee 
was being sold to members and 
non-members at the same price. 

But the suggestion was not 
well received by consumers 
including West Germany, 
Britain, the Netherlands and the 
US, Brazil's delegate acknowled- 
ged. 

Delegates said the negotia- 
tions, which formed the first 
round of talks for a new pact, 
were confused and it was difficult 
to see if any progre ss had been 
made towards narrowing dif- 
ferences between producers and 
consumers. 


All members of the present 
pact, administered by the Inter- 
national Coffee Organisation 
from its London headquarters,

in the history of Brazil’s ofl industry, halted all petroleum 
products exports and threatened the country with shortages of 
cooking ps aviation kerosene and other fuels. Union leaders 
acce p ted a 15 per cent pay increase offered over the weekend. 
They had originally sought a 26.06 percent rise. Sarney, ma radio 
broadcast last Friday, told the nation that if the strike continued it 
would ran» chaos and revolt. Two days before the oil strike 
began, the Army stunned the strike-bound steel plant of Volta 
Redoada in Rio de Janeiro state, tiffing three workera, considera- 
bly hw giitHmig the atmosphere of crisis during the oil strike. At 
one point during the strike the government threatened to outlaw 
the stoppage, but it later backed down In a bid to ease tensions. 
The strike divided the government. Mines and Energy Minister 
Aurdiano Chaves argued for a 20 per cent pay rise for the 
workers, but Finance Minister Mailson Nobrega and others in the 
government argued for a smaller increase. 

With inflation at nearly 30 per cent a month, Brazil has 
experienced a rash of strikes in recent months ^ wMc hhare 

Volta Redonda, 

which began on Nov 7, is still under way. The agreement that 
ended the ofl workers’ strike included a conunitme ntbyP elrobras 
not to parish strikers to mtroduce a six-bom shift within 60 days, 
and to give a four per cent productivity boons. The ofl workers had 
demanded a pay rise to compensate them for inflation in the 
month of June 1987. That mouth had been left out of a govern- 
ment programme finking pay rises to inflation.

Megchiani highlighted the 
activities of the group in Bahrain 
over the last few months.

He said there 
are a growing number of talented 

professional NRTs in Bahrain 
whose support and involvement 
are keenly sought by the group. 

R.N. Ghosh, a leading 


mt-rhanicfll engineer employed 
with the Ministry of Works, 
Power and Water, presented a 
paper on industrial opportun- 
ities for NRTs in India — focus- 
ingon “service organisations as a 
support to industries” and 
“service organisations for the 
repair of products and refurbish- 
ment of spare parts.” 

He emphasised the impor- 
tance of plant and equipment 
maintenance in both heavy and 
service industries in India to 
ensure production of quality 
goods. He said India particularly 
lacks maintenance facilities for 
petrochemical industries and 
agriculture. 

“At the moment India does 
not have a single industry with 
proper maintenance fatalities, 
unlike the developed countries,” 
said Ghosh, who also works for 
some oflndia's biggest industrial 


houses including Biria. 

A chemist also employed with 
the Ministry of Works, Water 
and Power, died the example of 
Latex Glove as possible indus- 
trial project in India for NRTs. 

He said Latex Glove, a good 
deterrent against ADDS, could be 
a suitable project for an overseas 
Indian investors. According to 
him, such a project should cost 
Rs. 1 10 lakhs (inclusive of plant 
and equipment) and generate a 
turnover of Rs. 2 crones. The 
plant wonld be operational non- 
stop for 300 days in a year.

N. Mayuranathan, a char- 
tered accountant employed with 
Bahrain Airport Services, 
presented papers on financial 
matters, including taxation, 
related to setting up of an indus- 
Uy in India. He said one of the 
common pro Wans facing NRI 


investors is themgnorance of fin- 
ancial considerations and indus- 
trial laws for small, medium and 
large scale industries in India. He 
emphasised the importance of 

adequate market research. 

The stock market in India, the 
Bombay Stock Exchange was 
discussed by P.G. Parikh, a top 
financial consultant from Bom- 
bay. He detailed the procedures 
and intricacies ofbuying andsefl- 
mj^shares throughout India for

member.

Kuwait dinar deposit rates 
steady in active trade 


KUWAIT, Nov 21, (Reuter): 
Kuwaiti dindr interbank 
deposits were generally steady in 
active trade today but some 
short-dated funds eased in res- 
ponse to an influx of liquidity. 

Dealers said government 
salary payments brought dinars 
into the previously tight market, 
pushing overnight funds down 
five points from yesterday’s 
levels. They dealt at five per cent 
after trading at 10 per cent the 
previous day. 

Spot-next and tomorrow-next 
were relatively steady at six, 5- 1 /2 
per cent while one-week finned 
1/2 point on the offer side to 
7- 1/2, 6- 1/2 per cent. 

Positions 

Dealers reported large 
amounts of trade in the one to 
three-month maturities at seven 
per cent as banks covered end-of- 
year positions. 

But rates for one and three- 
month deposits remained 
relatively steady at 7-3/8, 6-7/8 
per cent and 7-1/4, 6-3/4 percent 
respectively. Six-months was 
also put at 7-1/4, 6-3/4 per cent 

The Centra] Bank adjusted its 
dinar exchange rate softer to 
0.27999/09 to the dollar from 
0.2778/88 yesterday. Commer- 
cial banks quoted spot rates of 
0.27992/02. 

Meanwhile, Saudi riyal inter- 
bank deposits firmed across the 


board today in response to profit 
taking by kingdom banks, tight 
liquidity, and expectations rates 
would continue to move higher. 

Dealers said activity focussed 
on the forward market as banks 
borrowed riyals to swap into 
dollars at the request of some 
corporate customers. They said 
many kingdom and offshore 
banks were continuing to hold 
long dollar positions, maintain- 
ing upward pressure on rales. 

Tight 

“We think die market will 
remain right until the end of the 
year when the budget is announ- 
ced," one kingdom dealer said. 

Rates for fixed period 
maturities had eased by around 
one percentage point last Thurs- 
day following a statement by the 
Saudi finance minister ruling out 
a change in the riyal's 3.75 parity 
to the dollar. 

They were steady in thin trade 
on Saturday and Sunday, when 
many offshore players in 
Bahrain and London are absent. 

One-month funds climbed 3/8 
point to 9-3/4, 1/2 percent, then 
slipped to 9-5/8, 3/S. Three-mon- 
ths rose I /4 point to 9-3/4, 5/8 per 
cent while six-months firmed I /8 
point to 9-5/8, 3/8. One-year was 
relatively steady at 9-5/8, 3/8 per 
cent. 

The spot riyal was also steady 
at 3.7506/09 to the dollar.

Kenya sets 
currency 
crackdown 
deadline 

NAIROBI, Nov 21. (Reuler): 
Kenyan President Daniel Arap 
Mof today gave residents of the 
country five days to surrender 
any Illegal holdings of foreign 
exchange, the official Kenya 
News Agency said. 

He set a deadline of noon 
(0900 GMT) on Nov 25 for such 
currency to be surrendered. 

Residents are allowed to hold 
foreign exchange if they are 
about to travel out of the country’ 
or if they have received converti- 
ble currency for the export of 
goods or services. 

Travelling residents must 
surrender foreign currency 
within 48 hours of returning to 
Kenya and an elaborate system 
of control applies to businesses' 
foreign currency earnings. 

Fund* 

The state-run Voice of Kenya 
radio service said the order was 
promoted by Moi's weekend 
accusation that Kenyans of 
Asian descent were giving funds 
to dissidents abroad and were 
involved in illegal foreign 
exchange dealings. 

Moi said in a Saturday radio 
broadcast that Kenyan Asians — 
which in East African usage 
means people originating from 
India and Pakistan — were 
involved in black market deal- 
ings. 

He said they sold British ster- 
ling for 45 to 50 shillings. The 
official exchange rate is 33 shill- 
ing to the pound. 

Moi gave no details, either on 
Saturday or in his Monday 
order, about alleged collabora- 
tion with dissidents. 

Last year, he also accused 
Kenyan Asians of being 
unpatriotic and involved in 
illegal currency trading. 

Controls 

The government subsequently 
lightened export controls to halt 
foreign exchange losses allegedly 
linked to fraud. 

It suspended two banks. Bank 
of Credit and Commerce (Over- 
seas) Ltd and Biashara Bank of 
Kenya Ltd, from foreign 
exchange dealings for almost a 
year and several bankers, coffee 
exporters and customs officials 
were charged with contravening 
currency, export or import rules.

LON DON, Nov 21, (Reuter): 
President-elect George Bush sent 
the dollar sliding again today 
when he said there would be no 
change in his “no new taxes” 
policy for cutting America's bud- 
get deficit. 

Bush’s campaign pledge not to 
raise new taxes is the latest reason 
given by currency dealers for the 
way that confidence in the US 
economy and in the dollar has 
ebbed in recent days. 

They say they can’t see how 
else he can cut a budget deficit of 
around SI SO billion — and 
speculative selling of the dollar 
resumed today when he told 
reporters that, while cutting the 
deficit was a top priority, he 
would not change his view about 
how to do this. 

Incentive 

‘This gave dealers an incen- 
tive to throw out the dollar, 1 ' a 
European operator said. 

The dollar slipped to close in 
London at 121 .90 yen and 1 .7265 
West German marks, down from 
1 22.65 nd 1.7350 on Friday. 

A sharp Fall by the dollar last 
week brought leading central 
banks repeatedly inLo the open 
market to buy dollars and try to 
stabilise the exchange rate or the 
currency in which most of the 
world does business. 

European currency dealers 
said the markeL was wary or sell- 
ing too hard today in case the 
central banks came back in. The 
feeling in Frankfurt was that 


West Germany's Bundesbank 
would move if the dollar slipped 
to 1.7250 marks. 

The dollar is down by around 
two per cent since the Nov 8 US 
election and 10 per cent since the 
summer, although it is still above 
historic lows touched at the start 
of this year. 

Currency trading today was 
thin ahead of a holiday in Japan 
on Wedneday and Thursday’s 
US Thanksgiving Day.

ANKARA, Nov 21, (Reuter): 
Turkey plans to merge four state- 
run b anks in an effort to increase 
profitability, a top government 
official said today. 

The banks are Denizcilik Ban- 
kas! . Tur non Bankasi, Eribank, 
and Sumer bank. 

“We will merge these four 
banks so they will start to be 
much more profitable,'' the 
official said. “State-run banks 
have been under political pres- 
sure for the past 20 years. 

“This isa major partofastrue- 
tural change launched when the 
government came to office (in 
1983),“ the official, who declined 
to be named, told Reuters. He 
did not give a time-scale for the 
merger. 

He said state-run banks were 
not operating profitably because 
of bad loans caused by political 
pressures. 

“These banks should be kept 
free from political influence. 
They have to function according 
to principles of banking,” con- 
servative Prime Minister Turgot 
Ozal said in an interview with the 
Turkish Daily News published 
today. 

“A majority of state banks 
affiliated with ministries are 
more susceptible to political 
influences when they are not lin- 
ked directly to the Prime Minis- 
try,” he was quoted as saying. 

In a move leading to the mer- 
ger, Denizcilik Bankasi, linked to 
the Transport Ministry, and 
Tourism Ministry-linked 
Turizm Bankasi, were placed 
under Prime Ministry control on 
Wednesday.

Rajiv hints at economic liberalisation 


NEW DELHI, Nov 21: Indian 
P rime Minister, Rajiv Gandhi, 
last week hinted at the possibility 
of opening up the economy to 
competition and liberalise the 
system further. Inaugurating last 
week the India International 
Trade Fair (IITF) 1988 at 
Pragati Maidan here, Rajiv said 
we have done this to a great 
degree but “much more needs to 
be done,” according to Econo- 
mic Tones. 

“We will have to do it in a 
phased manner so that our indus- 
try and the workers can develop 
their strength,” he said. 

Rajiv said time was of essence 
because “if we don't do it fast 
enough, the efficiency of our 
processes and our systems will 
not improve fast enough for us to 
cope with the changes taking 
place worldwide.” 

Compete 

Rajiv pointed out that indus- 
tries in India have responded 
well. He called upon the industry 
to go out and compete in the 
open world. 

He said that it needed to be 
remembered that when a shift 
takes place from a protected' 


environment to a less protected 
environment and perhaps later 
to a completely unprotected 
environment, it will have to be 
done in a phased manner. 

Among those present on the 
occasion included Commerce 
Minister, Dinesh Singh, Minister 
of State for Commerce, Priya 
Ranjan Dasmunshi, Trade Fair 
Authority of India chairman, 
Mohammed Yunus, diplomats, 
ca ptains of industry and par- 
ticipants. 

Event 

Referring to the trade fair 
Rajiv said it had grown from a 
very small institution and has 
become a major event in our 
trade and commercial relations. 
It was, therefore, important that 
such commercial relations 
increased as it was only with the 
cross fertilisation of ideas, with 
interaction with others that 
innovation and development can 
take place. 

Referring to the vast changes 
in the industrial and economic 
scenario of the country since 
independence, Rajiv said that 
self-reliance would among other 
things, help check smuggling. 


He said the themes selected for 
this year’s fair reflected the 
“vision” of Pandit Nehru whose 
centenary celebrations are being 
held in the country.

Sabatini tames Shriver for title

NEW YORK. Nov 21, ( RcaZcr): 
Gabriela Sabatini won the big- 
gest title of her career by beating 
Pam Shriver 7-5 6-2 6-2 yester- 
day in the final of the miltion- 
dollar women's tennis cham- 
pionships that signal the end of 
the 1988 tour. . 

The normally reserved 

Sabatini often punched the air 
with a clenched fist after stroking 
a winner and shonted 

encouragement to herself 
throughout the two-hour 20- 
minute match. 

The fourth-seeded Sabatini, 
who entered the match with a 3-5 
record against Shriver. called it 
her biggest win ever. 

Snapped 

“It was the bert week I ever had 
in my life,'' said the fourth- 
seeded Argentine, who won 
S 125,000. “1 have to say that 
today is the best tennis I ever 
played." 

Sabatini's straight-set 
triumph snapped an impressive 
upset streak by Shriver. The 
fifth-seeded American ended the 
46-match win streak of world 
number one Steffi Graf in the 


semifinals after beating third 
seed Chris Evert in the quarter- 
finals. 

In the hard-fought opening 
set, Sabatini and Shriver exchan- 
ged service breaks in the thud 
and fourth games, and Sabatini 
broke again for a 4-3 lead on a 
Shriver double-fault. 

Shriver saved a setpoint in the 
10th game When she stabbed a 
forehand volley into the open 
court and finally broke Sabatini 
on her fifth break point But 
Shriver appeared drained, drop- 
ping her serve in the 11th game 
and letting Sabatini take the net 
twice in the 12th game to win the 
set 

Shriver struggled with her 


rest of the match. She double- 
faulted on break point in the first 
game of the second set and was 
broken in three of four service 
games in the second set 
RaKarini kept the momentum 
by breaking first in the third set 
for a 2-1 lead when Shriver hit a 
volley wide. Shriver saved a 
break point in the fifth game to 
pull to 2-3 but Sabatini swept the 


last three games for the match. 

Shriver said she had problems 
with Sabatini's topspin ground- 
strokes throughout the match. 

“When you don't see heavy 
topspin that much, it takes a little 
bit of getting used to. I have to be 
able to handle the spin more on 
my vollies," Shriver said. !*She 
was also hiding them incredibly 
well today.” 

Shriver said the 11th game of 
the first set was critical. 

“The biggest game of the. 
match was after I broke her for 5- 
5. 1 had to hold serve in the next 
game," die said. 

Schedule 

Her victory in the only best-of- 
five women's final on the 
schedule took the 18-year-old 
Sabatini over the million-doUar 
mark in winning s for 1988. 

‘The best tiling is to end the 
year with a big victory like this. 
That's going to make me more 
eager to practice for next year," 
said Sabatini, whose best 
previous major tournament 
showing was as runner-up to 
Graf at this year’s US Open.

“But mentally I'm starting to 
get tired and I don't want to run 
the risk of injury by playing for 
three or four more weeks." 

The victory gave McEnroe his 
72nd career title but only his 
second Grand Prix champion- 
ship this year. 

“I want to evaluate this year 
and make a game plan for next 
year. That's something I'm not 
very good at, but I’d rather 
devote some time to practice and 
t ready for the Australian 
in January," he said. 
McEnroe, who lost only one 
set daring tire week, broke Krick- 
stem’s service six times and was 
never really in trouble. 

“It's visry satisfying,** said 
^—McEnroe — ijf — the- -victory.- 
“There's no better feeling than 


winning a tournament no matter 
where it is. It inspires you and 
hopefully makes you want to 
work a little harder."
